THE  SIXTH  OF  A SHEKEL 


We  know  that  this  early 
Maccabean  small  copper  was 
struck  after  the  first  year  of 
Simon  Maccabaeus,  because  the 
cup  is  jewelled  around  the 
top.  Curving  over  the  cup  are 
the  words  "The  redemption  of 
Zion."  On  the  reverse  is  a 
bundle  of  palm  branches  and 
willows--this  was  called  a 
lulab;  it  was  carried  in  the 
right  hand  by  the  faithful  at 
the  Feast  of  the  Tabernacles. 
(2  Macc . 10:6-8)  The  citrons 
on  each  side  of  the  lulab 
were  carried  in  the  left  hand 
at  the  feast.  They  were 
called  the  ethrogs : 

"And  ye  shall  take  you  on 
the  first  day  the  boughs 
of  goodly  trees,  branches 
of  palm  trees,  and  the 
boughs  of  thick  trees, 
and  willows  of  the  brook; 
and  ye  shall  rejoice  be- 
f ore  the  Lord  your  God 
seven  days."  (Lev.  23:40) 
Ethrogs  appear  on  the  coins 
of  only  Simon  Maccabaeus. 
Circling  over  the  lulab  and 
ethrogs  are  the  words  "In  the 
f our th  year . " 

Do  not  imagine  that  Jewish 
coin®  are  less  interesting 
because  they  have  no  portraits 
The  second  commandment  pre- 
cluded that:"Thou  shalt  make 
unto  thee  any  graven  image..." 
(Ex.  20:4)  That  law  holds 
good  today  with  the  New 
Israel.  Their  coins  of  this 
20th  century  are  patterned 
after  those  of  the  B.  C.  and 
early  A.  D.  years  — simple 
designs  such  as  a bunch  of 
grapes  or  a leaf . This  sim- 
plicity of  Jewish  coins  lends 
them  a charm  and  fascination 
all  their  own. 

The  Jews  never  made  a gold 
coin .

Small  as  is  this  lepton 
(mite) , it  is  quite  important 
for  two  reasons: 

1.  It  marks  the  beginning 
of  the  complete  decline 
of  the  Maccabbaean 
(Hasmonaean  - pronounced 
haz-moe-nee 'an)  family. 

2.  Some  authorities  hold 
that  Aristobulus  was 
the  first  Jew  since  the 
Babylonian  captivity  to 
assume  the  title  of 
King. 

The  output  of  this  lepton 
was  so  small  that  the  coin  is 
a rarity. 

The  history  of  Judas 
Aristobulus  is  a flagrant  ex- 
ample of  the  utter  stain  one 
member  of  a family  can  bring 
after  a long  line  of  honor 
and  integrity.  This  was  the 
eldest  son  of  the  excellent 
John  Hyrcanus. 

Hyrcanus  left  the  rule  in 
the  hands  of  his  wife--her's 
was  to  be  the  control.  But 
Aristobulus,  a very  determined 
individual,  seized  the  au- 
thority, associated  his  next 
younger  brother,  Antigonus, 
with  himself,  imprisoned  his 
mother  and  his  three  brothers 
younger  than  Antigonus. 

He  accomplished  a few 
worthy  things  for  his  country 
among  which  was  the  annexa- 
tion of  a large  part  of 
Ituraea  ( it-u-ree ' a) , a dis- 
trict in  the  northeast  of 
Palestine.  But  he  starved  his 
mother  to  death  in  prison, 
and  the  queen  contrived  to 
bring  about  the  murder  of  his 
brother  Antigonus. 

The  disgrace  that  Aristobu- 
lus brought  upon  his  exem- 
plary family  was  so  great, 
that  the  better  Maccabbaean 
quality  in  him  brought  on  re- 
morse that  caused  his  sicknes: 
unto  death.  According  to 
JOSEPHUS,  he  acknowledge  in 
his  last  days:  "I  am  not  .... 
to  be  concealed  from  God,  in 
the  horrid  crimes  I have  been 
guilty  of;  but  a sudden 
punishment  is  coming  upon  me 
for  the  shedding  the  blood  of 
my  relations  ...  0 thou 
mo*>t  impudent  body  of  mine, 
how  long  wilt  thou  retain  a 
soul  that  ought  to  die  . . ?" 

He  ruled  just  one  year. 

That  was  probably  106-105  B.C 
There  is  some  uncertainty  be- 
cause of  the  uncertainty  of 
the  year  of  Hyrcanus'  death. 

So  great  was  his  admiration 
of  the  Greeks,  that  he  has

been  called  "Lover  of  the 
Grecians . " 

Never  again  did  the  family 
of  Maccabees  rise  to  worth; 
they  continued  the  decline, 
and  vanished  from  public  ad- 
miration as  ingloriously  as 
they  had  gloriously  entered. 

The  obverse  of  this  coin 
has  a wreath  surrounding  its 
legend:  "Judas,  High  Priest, 
and  the  Confederation  of  the 
Jews."  And  the  reverse,  too, 
is  very  much  the  same  as 
that  of  Hyrcanus--two  cornu- 
copias and  a poppyhead.
